THE CHOLERA SBCARR IN BYRIA,

MoOUNT CARMEL, Aug. 983.—If my letters
reach you ot uncertaln Intervale, or fall to
reach you at all, It I8 to be attributed to the
cholera secars, whion for the last month or
more has thrown nll our postal arcangements
Into confusion, and deprived us praetically of
all communicatisn with the outside world.
Until the whole of Hyria was thrown Into cou-
sternation by the report thht ohnlera bad
broken out at Beyrout, we could still depend
upon nn oceasional steamor and the land post,
but one day the dire Intelligence resched us
that cur princlipal elty hnd been attncked, and
the loenl nuthoritien at Halfs, together with all
ths inhnbitants, were thrown Into panle, whiel,
fora time, had the affoct of solating us com-
plotely in our mountaln home,

When the cliolera dovastated the eountry
In 1865, the inhabitants of Haifax took rof-
upn In the two villnges of Esfia and Dah-
Hah, situnted on the highest summits of
Carmel, near the former of whiol, slx weeks
ngo, I pitehed my summer camp. The
fast  that It never reached those vil-
lnges enused them to be regarded as placss
of refuge, and the fNrst Indieation 1 had
of thn axtent of the panle whileh relgncd at
Halfo, was the  tealns of relugees which
apponred ons morning winding pleturesquuly
nlopg the narrow path which loads to the vil-
Ingn of Eslln, and which vasaes within n fow
yards of my tonts, Thore wero eamols stagger-
ing under trunks and londs of bedding, donkoys
with Byrian ladies sitting netride, with babies
in their armes, their husbands on horsoback,
their sorvants on foot behind, all coming to
erowd  the little wvillage of siinply nn-
tive buts, which was but lttle propared for
such  mn  incursion; but it meant the
hiring of small mwi-lined chambers ot lnrgs
prives, and the spending of monuy, so the popu-
iatlon raceived the newcomers whilingly. Huts
of leal branches were put up in the yards, to
servo s kitchens andsorvanta’ sleeplng vinces,
the largest rooms were awopt and garnished
and sproad with mats, and in the courss of two
or throo days oight or nine of the wonlthiost
Christlun Syrinn families of Aere nnd Haifahad
found lodgings. ‘I'ho samo took place at Duh-
liel, n village two miles distant, and wo found
the absolute retirement in which we had been
living, thus nnexpectedly broken Into, for the
neweomers wore sufliclently oivillzed to make
calle, and expect to have them returned, and
Lhls involved sitting vnearpots, smoking clgur-
ettes and narghillehs, deioking lemonade and
eiulfen, nnd interchanging the Intest lalse re-
ports nbout the spresd of tho cholers, For the
mast part the ladies, who dress in & semi-
European costume, spenk only Arable, but
thelr lusbands gonerally spesk French or
[tullan, and have often travelled Lu Eurupe,

Moeantime o cordon was estublished around
Halfa, and no one wis allowed to lund from
oy vessol arriving, no matter whero she came
from, Thus the post was lutercepted both by
land und ses. Wo tried to got news from Bay-
routby telegrnph, but In order notto craate
avanle. no telegrams about cholera wors al-
lowad to be recolved from that place. Popular
{mnglnation, therefors, ran rlot; the stringeney

taken refuge with me, On this hypothesls, no
inhabitant of Esfla wos allowed to anter Halfa,
and the police sppearsd to claim the refugee,

CaMaripar, Aug. 31.—The Harvard corpo-
ration may bs represented s wt & pass of
groat metivity, with work Dbeing oarried
vigoroualy forward on Ita various naw
buildipgs. Thess fnclude in Doston the new
Madical Sohool, loeated nenr Trinity Church,
and the Art Mussum, to replace that in North
Girove streot, bullt in 1840, which has bocome
fnndoquate, and the naw hospital for animals,
In connoction with the School of Veterinary
Medieine. The new Luw Behool at Cambridge
is far advanced, and [ts complation pravious to
tho opening of the coming sasslon I8 expectad.

The Jeflerson Physieal Laboratory, which s
auxiliary to the Seiontifie School, 18 also to ba
complotad st about the same time as the other,
A hundesd men bhave beon sngaged during
thn vaeation with the work on these twn
bulldings, which are about one hunidred feot
apnrt. The lnboratory Is o plaln structure of
roid brick, with Long Meadow stono trimminies.
